It's a complicated, ugly case against guide David Haeg

When pilot and big-game guide David Haeg strayed outside the boundaries of a wolf control area near 
McGrath in 2004 to slaughter some wolves, there is little doubt he thought he was doing the right thing. 
Everyone involved with the wolf-killing program for which the state had permitted Haeg understood the 
objective was killing wolves to increase the survival chances for moose. 

And even if Haeg and gunner Tony Zellers were technically outside the control'area, they were still 
operating within the boundaries of state Game Management Unit 19D, and the state calls these things 
"Game Management Units" for a reason. 

What were Haeg and Zellers doing anyway but helping to manage the game in Unit 19D? 

Unfortunately the state didn't see it that way. Under fire from animal activists upset about the aerial 
gunning of wolves, the state saw in Haeg a chance to demonstrate that you can't just let wolf-control run 
wild, to spin an old phrase from former Gov. Wally Hickel. 

Still, in fairness to the Alaska state troopers and the state attorneys involved, it is near certain Ihey too 
thought they were doing the right thing when they busted Haeg. 

Everyone agreed Haeg broke the law. He shot nine wolves 20 to 30 miles outside the control area. He 
deserved to be punished for that 

Where the issue turned ugly was in deciding what punishment fit the crime. This is the reason the case is 
still making its way through the Alaska court system. 

The state wanted make an example of David Haeg. It was supposed to be pretty simple: 
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They'd bust him. They'd make a big show of it by playing the press like a trophy king salmon, something at which 
law enforcement officials in this state are good. 

Wolves shot 20 to 30 miles outside the control area became wolves shot up to 80 miles outside the control area. 
Haeg was portrayed as a rogue, out-of-control aerial wolf hunter to make it appear the state was keeping a close 
watch on these hunts, which is the biggest fraud in all this. 

Haeg was supposed to take the publicity hit. hire a fixer to negotiate a plea deal and then just wait for everything 
to fade away. 

That's the way these cases usually go down. 

Haeg, for his part, played his role properly at the start. He hired a lawyer who specializes in plea-bargaining 
wildlife cases. A plea bargain was struck. 

And then everything fell apart. Why isn't exactly clear. 

State assistant attorney general Andrew Peterson said it was because Haeg didnt want to let the state take his 
airplane, a pricey Piper Super Cub specially outfitted for short-field landings. 

"He didn't want to give it up," Peterson said. 

But it isn't quite that simple. 

The state had seized Haeg's airplane early in the investigation. State officials never bothered to tell him he had 
the right to protest that seizure and go before a judge to try to get the plane back while his case was adjudicated. 
When he finally found out, he got mad. 

By then, he'd also lost a hunting season with its tens of thousand of dollars in business. He was watching his life 
drain away along with his money. 

"All they had to do," he told the three, gray-haired judges of the appeals court in mid-May, "was write a little note 
on the search warrant: 'Mr. Haeg, you have the right to appeal it' " 

Instead, Haeg said, when he asked troopers how and when he might get his plane back, "the trooper told me I 
was never going to get my plane back." 

Somewhere in there, the now 42-year-old Haeg decided the government - our government - was trying to 
railroad him, and he started fighting back. He hired two attorneys. When one seemed more interested in 
negotiating deals than battling for his case and the other couldn't do much to stop him from getting convicted, he 
got even madder. 

He became his own lawyer, a one-man legal aid society cranking out the briefs and appeals. Four years after the 
wolf shooting, he is a man obsessed with his case. 

But then, we all might be if you consider what happened to Haeg after the plea agreement went bust. 

The state used what Haeg said in a five-hour, plea-agreement Interview to put together a bunch of new charges. 
They didnt just go after him for violating the terms of the aerial wolf-control permit. They went after him for the 
crime of aerial hunting. 

(Haeg makes an interesting argument that someone engaged in state-permitted wolf control isnt "hunting" 
because the state, in permitting the aerial gunning, specifically says it isn't hunting.) 

The prosecutors saw it differently. To them, it looked like hunting, and they tried to tie it to the game management 
unit in which Haeg guides to make it appear he was doing wolf control to further his hunting business. 
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A trooper testified that Haeg killed the wolves in the game management unit where he has his hunting camps, but 
eventually recanted that testimony on cross-examination at Haeg's trail. 

As Haeg pointed out to the appeals court, however, not even the judge appeared to hear. In taking away Haeg's 
guide license, and thus his business, for five years, the judge specifically cited the egregious act of Haeg illegally 
killing wolves in the area where he guides - something which just didn't happen. 

Haeg gets especially upset about this. He tosses the word "perjury" around a lot. 

I don't know what to think about David Haeg. He and some of his friends have e-mailed me repeatedly over the 
years to plead his case. He's always sounded a bit paranoid. 

He started a Web site to publicly air the case: httpyfoww.alaskastateofco rruotion.com . It appears a little paranoid 
too - rambling and disjointed. Haeg is not a particularly eloquent man. 

He is a big-game guide. He looked different in suit and tie before the appeals court judges in a sterile Anchorage 
courtroom, but he was clearly still a guy who would have been a lot more comfortable in the woods. 

After his presentation, all by himself, without the aid of any of the attorneys he's come to detest a lone man 
behind a wooden table bucking the system in what he believes to be a fight for what is right, Haeg broke down in 
tears. 

I knew then even less than when I entered the court room. Some 50 or so people in attendance, though, had a 
distinct and communal opinion. After the judges walked out of the chambers, they stood up to applaud Haeg long 
and loud. 

Poor state attorney Peterson had to sort of slink out of the chambers. 

A colleague at the top of the stairway leading to the door, shook his hand - a deserved thank you for arguing 
what has come to be a complicated and ugly case. 

I was left knowing that I didn't like a lot of what I saw. I felt a little sorry for Haeg. I remember thinking mainly about 
the over-used phrase of an old friend: Just because you're paranoid doesn't mean they aren't out to get you. 

What Haeg was apparently trying to do in March of 2004 was help the state out with its dirty little business of 
manipulating wolf numbers. He got a little carried away, yes, but for that he deserves to lose his business for five 
years and his airplane? 

If thafs the case, what should be the punishment for those commercial fishermen who on any given day over the 
course of the Alaska summer stray outside the boundaries of carefully drawn fishing districts to snatch public 
resources worth tens of thousands of dollars? 

Haeg wasn't making any money off shooting those wolves. 

He was just a poor fool trying to help the state with its stated goal of reducing wolf numbers in the McGrath area. 
So far, it appears to have cost him about four years of his life.

1. FARM BILL'S ENERGY TITLE GIVES HOPE TO BIOFUELS 
SUPPORTERS 

Both houses of Congress passed the *300 billion Farm Bill that allots only 
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$1.4-bi!lion billion towards energy, but entrepreneurs are touting it as 
Important seed funding for next- generation biofuels that don't use food as 
feedstock.

2. SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS STATES' RIGHT TO EXEMPT THEIR

The US Supreme Court ruled 7-to-2 that states can continue taxing 
interest on out-of-state municipal bonds while exempting interest on their 
own bonds without violating the Constitution.

3. SILICON VALLEY WANTS CONGRESS TO EXTEND CLEAN 
ENERGY CREDITS 

Clean energy and tech executives are leaning on Congress to end 
deadlock and approve a series of tax credits essential to the solar and 
wind Industries that are also a growing segment of the Silicon Valley 
economy. In a letter to congressional leaders, the Silicon Valley 
Leadership Group, TechNet, the National Venture Capital Association and 
trade groups for wind and solar warned that the loss of tax credits would 
jeopardize $19 billion in clean-tech investment and 116,000 jobs 
nationwide. The House and Senate have disagreed over how to pay for a 
package of extended tax credits, including an $8.8 billion-a-year research 
and development tax credit that expired at the end of 2007. A House 
measure to shift tax breaks from oil and gas to renewables failed in the 
Senate after fierce opposition from oil companies. Recently, the House 
Ways and Means Committee put together a new plan, paid for with 
relatively non-controversial methods, including curtailing a deferred 
compensation technique used by hedge funds. Their plan would extend 
the investment tax credit for solar energy for six years, and the 
production energy tax credit for wind for one year. The tax credit for using 
energy derived from biomass, geothermal, hydropower, landfill gas and 
solid waste would be extended three years. Uncertainty over the credits is 
said to be delaying large-scale projects...

4. NEW YORK CITY COUNCIL OVERRIDES MAYOR'S VETO ON E- 
WASTE BILL 

The New York City Council overrode Mayor Michael Bloomberg 's veto of a 
bill that imposes performance standards on manufacturers for the 
recovery of electronic waste. Introductory Number 729 requires 
electronics manufacturers to take back a minimum of 25% of what they 
sell by July 1, 2012. That percentage rises to 65% In 2016. It is the 
second part of a measure that was orginally split Into two parts so that 
the Mayor could sign into law those elements of the law to which he 
agreed. The Mayor disagreed with the second measure because in his 
view. It disproportionately burdens manufactures Instead of wholesalers 
whom actually sell directly to the public. The Council passed the bill on 
March 26 only to have the Mayor veto it on April 26. The Council overrode 
the veto on May 14.

It was very nice talking to you briefly last night at Sean's campaign reception. My daughters really got a 
kick out of seeing your autograph on the back of Sean's yard sign; they still don't believe it is real. 

1 had mentioned the Corsair Unit Appeal that is currently being reviewed by Commissioner Irwin. In our 
conversation, I expressed that Pacific Energy would not be bringing the jack-up drilling rig to the Cook 
Inlet waters if their unit expansion is not approved. I would like to explain that that was neither a threat 
nor a bribe to get the approval. If it came across as such during the brevity of our discussion, it was not 
intended that way. The simple fact is that Pacific Energy (Vladimir Katie) has spent a half a billion dollars 
acquiring the assets and leases of Forest Oil and in the acquisition and interpretation of additional G&G 
data. It was through that recent interpretation that he decided the Corsair structure was economic to 
explore and produce with a jack-up drilling rig. 
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Approximately 2/3rds of the Corsair structure is within that expansion acreage. Without that acreage, the entire 
prospect becomes uneconomical. It is going to cost Pacific Energy over 20 million dollars to get the jack-up rig to 
the Cook Inlet - before drilling even the first well. Each well is going to cost approximately 20 million dollars 
more. As you can imagine, the company must be fairly certain of the reservoir size and potential to justify that 
kind of up-front expenditure. This is real money that is going to be spent in the State, and real jobs. 

As you know, the Cook Inlet has not had a jack-up rig in its waters for almost two decades; this is a very real fact. 
Cook Inlet reserves are in a steady decline and exploration is stagnant The opportunity to have a jack-rig and 
revitalize the Cook Inlet is upon the State, and it will benefit all of the south central and rail-belt energy 
consumers, and of, the State of Alaska itself. If you have just a few minutes, please look into the Corsair decision 
and appeal. I had worked for the Division of Oil and Gas for over a decade and this has to be the worst decision 
coming out of the Division that I have ever seen, not to mention one of possibly the most crucial to future Cook 
Inlet exploration and production. Should you wish to discuss this with Vladimir Katie of Pacific Energy, or myself, 
our contact information is as follows:

This is not the story I had hoped for, but we should probably leave it alone. 
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I believe that the Governor's decision to sue is not inconsistent with her previous, 
statement. In the meantime, the Center for Biological Diversity announced that they would 
renew their litigation in the northern District of California. This litigation will 
likely raise most of the substantive issues. 



Clearly, the Center was forum shopping by choosing to litigate in a jurisdiction that has 
no real relationship to polar bears. So, we needed to counter by choosing to litigate in 
the DC Circuit, which has a reputation among legal scholars as being the most competent 
appellate court in the country in reviewing federal agency actions.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — Gov. Sarah Palin announced today that the state of Alaska will sue 
the U.S. Department of the Interior over last week's polar beat listing under the 
Endangered Species Act. 

The state says it plans to sue under the Administrative Procedure Act, claiming Interior 
Secretary Dirk Kempthorne chose to "list a currently healthy species . . . based on not only 
the uncertain modeling of future climate change but also the unproven long-terra impact of 
any future climate change on the species." 

Attorney General Talis Colberg believes the "threatened" listing of the polar bear 
violates the APA as well as the Endangered Species Act itself. 

The administration says Secretary Kempthorne failed "to make a decision based solely on 
the best scientific and commercial information." 

Today's action reverses a course the administration claimed it would chart as recently as 
a few days ago, when Palin said the state did not intend to sue over the listing but may 
opt to join other lawsuits. 
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As recently as last Friday Gov. Palin told KTUU Channel 2 News that

polar bear listing. She also said the state would not be "the first" to sue over the 
dispute . 

"We don't want to just sue just to make some political statement here," Palin said. "We 
want to be effective there, and we're gonna be committed to doing what's in Alaska's best 
interest. " 

However, the administration has apparently changed its mind and determined Alaska should 
pave the lead in legally disputing the polar bear's "threatened" status. 

"Inappropriate implementation of this listing decision could result in widespread social 
and economic impacts, including increased power costs and further increases in fuel 
prices, without providing any more protection for the species," Department of Natural 
Resources Commissioner Tom Irwin said. 

Kempthorne says the best available science indicates that the bears' primary habitat, sea 
ice, was shrinking and likely to further recede. 

But the state came to a different conclusion. Initially the Palin administration cited 
independent science in its opposition to listing the polar bear as "threatened" under 
federal law. But it later back-tracked and said it actually came to its conclusions based 
on the same science used by the Interior Department. 

Doug Vincent-Lang of the state Department of Fish and Game admitted to during a recent 
interview that no independent state-sanctioned studies of polar bear populations were 
performed. 

But an analysis of federal and international science led the Palin administration to 
determine that polar bears did not deserve elevation to "threatened" status. 

The lead polar bear scientist for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service came to a different 
conclusion than that of the state, though, and even said he "wished he were wrong." 

Scott Schliebe emphasized in a <http: //www. ktuu . com/Global /story ,asp?s=8339583> KTUU 
Channel 2 News interview that no independent state studies were conducted or administered 
to his team, .which oversaw the science that led to the federal government's decision. 

He also said he had "no doubt that polar bears are threatened." 

"I believe after looking very closely at the data and the information that we've made a 
thorough and accurate assessment," he said. "I think it's — I think it's rock solid." 

Meanwhile, environmental groups including the Center for Biological Diversity and 
Defenders of Wildlife have announced they are suing the Interior Department for not 
attempting to mitigate the causes of global warming — and specifically, the threat to 
polar bears by global warming — through the Endangered Species Act.

I believe that the Governor's decision to sue is not inconsistent with her previous 
statement. In the meantime, the Center for Biological Diversity announced that they would 
renew their litigation in the Northern District of California. This litigation will 
likely raise most of the substantive issues. 



Clearly, the Center was forum shopping by choosing to litigate in a jurisdiction that has 
no real relationship to polar bears. So, we needed to counter by choosing to litigate in 
the DC Circuit, which has a reputation among legal scholars as being the most competent 
appellate court In the country in reviewing federal agency actions.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — Gov. Sarah Palin announced today that the state of Alaska will sue 
the U.S. Department of the Interior over la3t week's polar bear listing under the 
Endangered Species Act. 

The state says it plans to sue under the Administrative Procedure Act, claiming Interior 
Secretary Dirk Kempthorne chose to "list a currently healthy species ... based on not only 
the uncertain modeling of future climate change but also the unproven long-term impact of 
any future climate change on the species." 

Attorney General Talis Colberg believes the "threatened" listing of the polar bear 
violates the RPA as well as the Endangered Species Act itself. 

The administration says Secretary Kempthorne failed "to make a decision based solely on 
the best scientific and commercial information." 

Today's action reverses a course the administration claimed it would chart as recently as 
a few days ago, when Palin said the state did not intend to sue over the listing but may 
opt to join other lawsuits. 

As recently as last Friday Gov. Palin told KTUD Channel 2 News that 

<http://http:/www.ktuu.com/Global/story.asp?s=8339595> the state would not sue over the 
polar bear listing. She also said the state would not be "the first" to sue over the 
dispute. 

"We. don't want to just sue just to make some political statement here," Palin said. "We 
want to be effective there, and we're gonna be committed to doing what's in Alaska's best 
interest. " 

However, the administration has apparently changed its mind and determined Alaska should 
pave the lead in legally disputing the polar bear's "threatened" status. 

"Inappropriate implementation of this listing decision could result in widespread social 
and economic impacts, including increased power costs and further increases in fuel 
prices, without providing any more protection for the species, " Department of Natural 
Resources Commissioner Tom Irwin said. 

Kempthorne says the best available science indicates that the bears' primary habitat, sea 
ice, was shrinking and likely to further recede. 
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But the state came to a different conclusion. Initially the Palin administration cited 
independent science in its opposition to listing the polar bear as "threatened" under 
federal law. But it later back-tracked and said it actually came to its conclusions based 
on the same science used by the Interior Department. 

Doug Vincent-Lang of the state Department of Fish and Game admitted to during, a recent 
interview that no independent state-sanctioned studies of polar bear populations were 
performed. 

But an analysis of federal and international science led the Palin administration to 
determine that polar bears did not deserve elevation to "threatened" status. 

The lead polar bear scientist for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service came to a different 
conclusion than that of the state, though, and even said he "wished he were wrong." 

Scott Schliebe emphasized in a <http: //www. ktuu. com/Global/story . asp?s=8339SB3> KTUO 
Channel 2 News interview that no independent state studies were conducted or administered 
to his team, which oversaw the science that led to the federal government's decision. 

He also said he had "no doubt that polar bears are threatened." 

"I believe after looking very closely at the data and the information that we've made a 
thorough and accurate assessment," he said. "I think it's — I think it's rock solid." 

Meanwhile, environmental groups including the Center for Biological Diversity and 
Defenders of Wildlife have announced they are suing the Interior Department for not 
attempting to mitigate the causes of global warming — and specifically, the threat to 
polar bears by global warming — through the Endangered Species ftct.
